TWO children were kidnapped 
and driven five miles between 
Leatherhead and Whiteley Village 
in a car stolen and driven off by a 
person running from police. 

The stolen Toyota was later 
found abandoned with the two 
children still inside, but un¬ 
harmed. 

Surrey Police had earlier tried 
to stop a car on the southbound 
carriageway of the M25 between 
Leatherhead and Wisley just be¬ 
fore 10am on Tuesday, May 3. 

The car did not stop for police 
but later stopped on the hard 
shoulder of the motorway near 
the turn-off to junction 10 (Wisley)

of the A3. A group of people were 
seen running from the car. 

One person is then thought to 
have confronted the driver of a 
stopped Toyota on a nearby slip 
road, before stealing their car and 
driving off. 

Two young passengers were in 
the stolen car, with the adult driv¬ 
er left at the side of the motorway. 


From the point at which the car 
was stolen, it travelled just over 
five miles, with the children on 
board. 

The M25 and A3 were partially 
closed and drivers faced queues 
and delays during the chase. 

Officers are still looking for the 
group of people, with the aid of a 
police helicopter. 

Detective Inspector Pete How- 
gate said: “This was clearly a con¬ 
cerning incident where the dan¬ 
gerous driving and subsequent 
actions of the vehicle occupants 
put the lives of other road users 
at risk. 

“Fortunately no one was in¬ 
jured during the incident but giv¬ 
en that this took place in such a 
busy area where two major roads 
meet I feel certain that many peo¬ 
ple must have seen what happened 


and I need them to come forward 
as a matter of urgency 

“We are progressing a number 
of lines of enquiry to track down 
the people who were in the car 
which failed to stop and I can as¬ 
sure Surrey residents that we are 
doing everything we can to trace 
the individuals involved. 

“The ongoing investigation is at 
a very early stage which is why it 
is so important we hear from an¬ 
yone who saw what happened or 
with any footage of the events un¬ 
folding so that we can clarify the 
circumstances surrounding the 
incidents.”

AN aspiring film maker is taking in¬ 
spiration from his Epsom roots as he 
attempts to make his name in Holly¬ 
wood.

Burma veterans gather for final meet 


SIX surviving members of the 
Burma Campaign of World War 
Two have gathered in Epsom 
for their final commemorative 
service. 

The veterans attended a 
moving service at St Martin of 
Tours Church on Sunday, April 
24, to mark 72 years since the 
epic Battle of Kohima, which 
marked the turning point of the 
war against the Japanese. 

Each year around this time 
veterans of the Burma Cam¬ 
paign have gathered together to 
commemorate their fallen com¬ 
rades, and to renew old friend¬ 
ships. 


But with numbers rapidly 
dwindling, the long-established 
branch of the Burma Associ¬ 
ation in Epsom has decided to 
call it a day. 

Its spokesman John Rogers 
said: “At one point the group 
was 70 strong. We decided this 
year should be the last event 
and the veterans were deter¬ 
mined to make it a good one - it 
really was.” 

The mayor of Epsom and 
Ewell, Councillor Chris Frost, 
attended, along with the Pres¬ 
ident of the Burma Star Asso¬ 
ciation, Viscount John Slim, 
Surrey County Council chair¬ 


man Sally Marks and other 
guests. 

After the service everyone re¬ 
located to the TA Centre in Ew¬ 
ell for a curry lunch. Then the 
final few members shook hands 
and said farewell. 

Though the group will now 
be disbanded, it will leave a 
lasting connection in Epsom 
as its standard will hang in the 
church along with a plaque. 

The Burma Star Association 
is a veteran’s organisation that 
includes all forces - army, navy 
and air force - that fought in the 
Burma campaign during the 
Second World War.

A DEVOTED daughter who 
cares full-time for her elder¬ 
ly, partially sighted mother 
fears the council reducing 
an elderly transport service 
will drive a “vicious cycle” 
of social isolation and health 
risks. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council is reducing the num¬ 
ber of drivers employed in its 
Route Call service, scrapping 
its weekend service, and lim¬ 
iting its day trips to Mondays. 

Route Call transports resi¬ 
dents between the borough’s 


day centres and social cen¬ 
tres, as well as to garden cen¬ 
tres, shopping and for pub 
lunches. 

The council has said such 
changes are necessary be¬ 
cause of cuts to its revenue 
support grant from the Gov¬ 
ernment - a form of gener¬ 
alised funding. The grant 
has been halved and will be 
scrapped from 2017. 

The council estimates it 
will need to make savings of 
£3.1million before 2020. 

Anne Marie Gardener, 43, 
from Ardrossen Gardens, 
Worcester Park, said she 
would rather have seen cuts 
made elsewhere. 

Ms Gardener cares full¬ 


time for her mother, Valerie 
Gardener, 84, who has de¬ 
mentia and is blind in her 
left eye. 

She said: “Day centres 
help keep people going. They 
stop dementia getting worse 
because they are talking to 
people, but once they become 
housebound it is all down¬ 
hill. 

“They are more likely to 
end up in Epsom Hospital - 
which is short of beds. It’s a 
vicious cycle. 

“I would have preferred 
them to put council tax up, 
not putting the burden on el¬ 
derly people.” 

The council also voted to 
combine the borough’s com¬ 


munity and social services 
- which are predominantly 
used by the elderly and the 
very young - into a rebrand¬ 
ed Longmead Centre, in 
December. 

Residents’ Association 
councillors claimed the 
merger was necessary in the 
face of Conservative aus¬ 
terity and the need to make 
savings. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council is always look¬ 
ing at ways it can improve its 
services and, in the current 
austerity climate, reduce 
costs. 

“This has meant changing 
the way our employees deliv¬ 
er these services.”

Chance to choose police and crime commissioner for area 


SURREY goes to the polls to¬ 
day to decide who will hold 
its police forces to account. 

Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioners (PCCs) nationwide 
face their first re-election to¬ 
day 

The role was created four 
years ago, and commission¬ 
ers serve four-year terms. 

The county’s incumbent 
commissioner is Kevin Hur¬ 
ley, who ran under the banner 
‘Zero Tolerance’ in Novem¬ 
ber 2012. 


He will be challenged by 
independent candidates 
Jamie Goldrick and Camille 
Juliff, Labour candidate 
Howard Kaye, Paul Kennedy 
from the Liberal Democrats, 
David Munro from the Con¬ 
servatives, and UKIP candi¬ 
date Julia Searle. 

PCCs were established to 
create a police and crime 
plan and create a link be¬ 
tween the police and the pub¬ 
lic they serve. 

The plan is shaped by the 


public and prioritises a ze¬ 
ro-tolerance approach to po¬ 
licing, more visible street po¬ 
licing, putting victims at the 
centre of the criminal justice 
system and encouraging pub¬ 
lic feedback. 

They also oversee the po¬ 
lice’s strategy and budget 
and hold the force’s chief 
constable - in the case of Sur¬ 
rey Police, Lynne Owens - to 
account. 

PCCs also work with coun¬ 
cil and other organisations to 


promote community safety 
and criminal justice.

Council is 
split over 
EU debate 

COUNCILLORS showed 
their support for residents 
taking part in “the most 
important decision in many 
generations”, but rowed 
over whether a local council 
meeting was the place to be 
discussing international 
affairs. 

At a full council meeting, 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council approved a motion 
encouraging residents to take 
part in the EU ‘leave 
or remain’ referendum on 
June 23. 

Despite 11 councillors 
voting in favour of the 
motion, 22 councillors 
abstained, some claiming 
that it was “overstepping 
their mark” to encourage 
political participation. 

Labour Councillor Vince 
Romagnuolo put forward 
the motion that “the council 
unreservedly supports this 
referendum and encourages 
all residents to study the 
information available and 
participate in the debate 
before voting on the day”. 

But Residents’ Association 
Councillor Eber Kington - 
one of 22 councillors who 
abstained from the vote - felt 
the debate was inappropriate. 




Germans were no 
match for soldiers 


CAPTAIN Billy Neville of the East Surrey Regi¬ 
ment kicked a football across the German lines at 
the notorious Battle of the Somme in World War 
One. 

A century on, his morale-boosting gesture of 
defiance was remembered when a replica of the 
original ball was delivered to Bourne Hall Muse¬ 
um in Spring Street, Epsom. 

The ball was carried by the 10th Essex Living 
History Group, who cycled in WWI uniform be¬ 
tween the Surrey regimental chapels at Guildford 
and Kingston, stopping at the museum. 

The ball arrived on Friday, April 29, via Ash¬ 
ley Road to the Clock Tower, where it was met by 
Councillor Chris Frost, mayor of Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell, and schoolchildren, then onwards to Bourne 
Hall. 

Museum assistant, David Brooks, said: “When 
Captain Billy Neville kicked a football into no 
man’s land towards the German trenches on July 
1st 1916, it was his way of taking his men’s mind 
off what they were to face. 

“It must have worked because the men followed 
and took the enemy position. 

“Sadly Billy was killed in the attack. 

“Epsom lost 10 men on the first day of the battle 
and nearly 400 died out of 4,000. So it’s important 
that we remember those terrible events and all the 
men that died.” 

Mr Brooks revealed that 
the ball contains a distinc¬ 
tive bootstrap and is very 
heavy, adding that it 
would not be a good idea 
to head it. 

Two of the four origi¬ 
nal balls were recovered 
by the British Army as 
they overwhelmed ene¬ 
my lines. 

One was sadly de¬ 
stroyed in the recent fire at 
Clandon House, the National 
Trust home near Guildford. 

The replica ball is due to be tak¬ 
en to the Somme battlefield where it will visit the 


grave of Capt Neville and will be kicked across 
the same trajectory in no man’s land, to where the 
German trenches once stood. 

Bourne Hall Museum is arranging a Somme 
Day on June 18 to enable visitors to learn more 
about the battle and those involved.

Care home rated good 
in watchdog’s report

A EWELL care home that was 
forced to close its dementia unit 
due to a suspected outbreak of 
Norovirus earlier this month 
has been rated ‘good’ by a health 
watchdog. 

Priory Court Care Home in 
Old Schools Lane in Ewell Vil¬ 
lage received the upgraded rat¬ 
ing in its most recent report 
from the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC). 

Inspectors from the CQC said 
the care home was safe, caring, 
responsive, and well-led, but not 
totally effective in supporting 
people’s freedom to make deci¬ 
sions themselves, in a report re¬ 
leased on April 15. 

Inspectors reported that the 
site’s residents “felt safe living 
at the home” and “had access to 
a good range of activities that 
matched their interests”, that 
staff were “caring and friend¬ 
ly”, and that the manager of 
the home, Shirley Emilio, was 
“focussed on the needs of people 
that lived there”.

But inspectors found that 
“people’s rights under the Men¬ 
tal Capacity Act were not always 
met”. 

The Act requires that, as far as 
possible, people make their own 
decisions and are helped to do so 
when needed. 

John Cunningham, chief op¬ 
erating officer for St Cloud Care, 
the care provider which runs 


Priory Court, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted that following the recent 
inspection, CQC has rated Prio¬ 
ry Court Care Home overall as a 
“good” service. 

“This rating recognises the 
fantastic work Shirley Emilio, 
home manager, and her team 
have put into improving the care 
provided at the home. 

“As with any rating, there 
is always room for further im¬ 
provement and at St Cloud Care 
we are working hard to build on 
this success and we hope when 
we are next inspected the rat¬ 
ings will improve even further 
and show Priory Court is an out¬ 
standing overall service.” 

The ‘good’ rating shows signs 
of improvement for the care 
home. 

In a report published by the 
CQC in August 2015, Priory 
Court was said to “require im¬ 
provement”. 

The dementia unit at the care 
home was closed on April 4, fol¬ 
lowing a suspected outbreak 
of Norovirus. The unit was re¬ 
opened last week. 

Symptoms of the virus in¬ 
clude nausea, vomiting, watery 
diarrhoea and abdominal pain.

Fears proposal would be out of keeping with area and lead to congestion 

Residents raise concerns 
over four-storey hotel plan

RESIDENTS have criticised 
“ugly” designs for a new 
four-storey hotel that could 
be built in Epsom town cen¬ 
tre, and raised concerns over 
traffic congestion if the pro¬ 
ject is given the green light. 

But members of the Com¬ 
rades Club - which would 
be demolished and rebuilt 
to make way for the hotel - 
unanimously approved their 
support for the application. 

A spokesman for the club 
said that being allowed to 
retain the freehold of the 
building would “guarantee 
the future of the club” and 
provide them with new, im¬ 
proved premises. 

Multi-national hoteliers 
Whitbread launched a fresh 
bid to demolish the Com¬ 
rades Club in The Parade, 
Epsom, and replace it with a 
new four-storey Premier Inn 
hotel with 57 beds and a bar 
and restaurant, as well as 
new club facilities. 


A spokesman for the club 
said: “We’ve got a big old 
building that is falling down 
around our ears and we have 
not got the money to refur¬ 
bish it. 

“[But if this is passed] 
we would have a brand new 
club.” 

Previous applications for 
an 82-bedroom hotel and 
77-bedroom hotel on the site 
- both of which would also 


have been four storeys high 
- were rejected in 2009 and 
2011 respectively. 

They were rejected be¬ 
cause plans were deemed to 
be “out of keeping with the 
character and context of the 
surrounding area”, accord¬ 
ing to Mark Berry, head of 
planning and building con¬ 
trol at Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

Whitbread’s application 


was received by the council 
on March 17, and will be de¬ 
cided later this year. 

Since then, dozens of res¬ 
idents have written to the 
council to object. 

Daniel Corbin of The 
Parade, Epsom, said with 
guests parking overnight, 
residents returning home 
from work would struggle to 
find a parking space. 

Diane Baker of Heathcote 
Road, Epsom, wrote: “Ep¬ 
som used to be a pleasant 
green town to live in [but] it 
is gradually becoming more 
and more congested and the 
buildings uglier and uglier.” 

However, the Epsom Civic 
Society supported the appli¬ 
cation. 

Alan Baker Fries, vice 
chairman of the group, 
suggested building the wall 
around the hotel using the 
same bricks as used in the 
building itself, and ensuring 
that guests use existing car 
parks, not nearby roads.

Woman calls for action after suffering multiple injuries in fall

A SINGLE mother suffered ten¬ 
don damage, a gashed left knee 
and a badly sprained right an¬ 
kle and was forced to scramble 
out of the way of oncoming cars 
after she tripped in a pothole 
crossing Epsom High Street. 

Wendy Mesure, 46, a gas en¬ 
gineer from Andover Close, 
Epsom, claimed Surrey County 
Council should do more to fix 
the county’s roads and protect 
its residents. 

The council is set to overhaul 
hundreds of miles of roads 
across Surrey this summer, as 
part of a £100million project 
called Operation Horizon. A 
spokesman said the scheme will 
provide smoother roads that will 
come with a ten-year guarantee. 

Miss Mesure managed to drag 
herself to the safety of the cen¬ 
tral reservation, but was left 
without any form of pain relief 
for half an hour, as she waited 
for an ambulance. 

Miss Mesure said: “It was like 
I had been shot by a sniper. I felt 


my ankle snap and I went down. 

“I looked up and saw the cars 
coming towards me. I was petri¬ 
fied. I thought I was going to be 
run over.” 

Miss Mesure was forced to 
take a week off her new job 
while she recovered from her in¬ 
juries after the fall on Saturday, 
April 9. 

Surrey County Council ad¬ 
vised Miss Mesure to contact its 


insurance claims team so it can 
investigate. 

Miss Mesure said: “[My acci¬ 
dent] could have been prevented. 
That made me cross.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The safety of residents is our 
top priority so, although we 
conduct regular inspections, we 
would encourage them to report 
potholes so we can fix them as 
soon as possible.”

Teacher is moved to tears after gene 
therapy treatment saves his eyesight 


A HISTORY teacher who suffers 
from a rare inherited disorder 
has had his vision saved by a rev¬ 
olutionary gene therapy treat¬ 
ment. 

Joe Pepper, 24, a teacher at 
exclusive St John’s School in 
Leatherhead, was featured on 
the BBC Six O’clock News af¬ 
ter undergoing surgery which 
appears to have significantly 
improved his vision, and which 
it is hoped will lead the way in 
treating sight loss. 

Mr Pepper, from Colin Close, 
Shirley, was diagnosed with cho- 
roideremia - a rare genetic dis¬ 
order that meant light-detecting 
cells in the back of his eyes were 
slowly dying - at the age of nine. 

If untreated, Mr Pepper could 
eventually have gone blind. 

His deteriorating vision forced 
him to give up cricket at 16, but 
after taking part in the trailblaz- 
ing clinical study in which Brit¬ 
ish scientists injected working 
copies of the faulty gene into his 
retina, he is now enjoying coach¬ 
ing pupils in cricket at St John’s. 

The surgery appears to have 
not only halted the deterioration 
of Mr Pepper’s vision, but also to 
have improved it significantly. 

When he realised he could 
read four lines further on the eye 
chart than before surgery, Mr 
Pepper was moved to tears. 

He said: “Seeing four lines 
more on the vision chart than I 
could before is something that 


you cannot put words to. 

“Five years ago this was not an 
option. 

“It was more like pigs could 
fly than actually me keeping my 
sight.” 

Mr Pepper paid a glowing trib¬ 
ute to Professor Robert MacLar- 
en of Oxford University, the eye 
surgeon leading the trial. 

He said: “Robert and his team 
at Oxford are absolutely phe¬ 
nomenal people, and now the 
opportunity is that more and 
more people are going to have 
the chance to have their vision 


saved. That’s what’s really excit¬ 
ing.” 

It is hoped that since the treat¬ 
ment corrects the DNA in the 
cells, the process only has to be 
carried out once, and that sim¬ 
ilar treatments could be devel¬ 
oped to treat other conditions 
including age-related macular 
degeneration. 

BBC science correspondent 
Pallab Ghosh came to St John’s 
School to interview Mr Pepper 
last week, filming him at the 
school’s cricket nets and also 
teaching in the classroom.

Inspectors found blood marks on floor, dirt and poor hygiene 

Owner of ‘filthy’ store 
is given £38,000 fine

ONE of the area’s filthiest food 
shops has been fined £38,000 for 
failing to meet hygiene stand¬ 
ards. 

Inspectors who visited Cheam 
Food Centre in London Road, 
Cheam, found splashes of blood 
on the floor. 

The centre and its owner Veli 
Gencer faced nine charges which 
were related to food hygiene,

health and safety and failure to 
properly dispose of raw animal 
waste. 

Food safety inspections were 
carried out in July 2014 and 
again in August last year when 
it was soon decided that legal ac¬ 
tion would be taken against the 
supermarket following the Food 
Standards Agency’s findings. 

Prosecutor Peter Rollins told 
the court: “There was no hot 
running water in the staff toilet, 
which also suffered from poor 
cleanliness. There were blood 
splashings from meat on the 
floor and there was no anti-bac- 
terial hand wash. 

“In the bakery there was a 
poor standard of cleanliness, 
with flour deposits, food deposits 
and dirt in the area. The dough 
mixer had food debris all over 
it and had not been cleaned in 
some time. This had an impact 
on turning the machine on and 
off, which inspection officers 
timed as taking nine seconds to 
turn off. 

“In the bakery production 
area pizza, sausages and sausage 
rolls were left at a heat between 
15 and 17 degrees, well above 
the recommended eight degrees. 
This would promote harmful 
bacterial growth. 

“During the inspection there 
was also no trained baker or 
butcher on site.” 


Cheam Food Centre had pre¬ 
viously benefitted from a £2.4m 
regeneration, which aimed to 
improve the parade between 
Courtenay Avenue and Laven¬ 
der Road with new signs, shop¬ 
fronts, improved lighting and 
bike racks. 

However, in April last year 
angry residents who lived in a 
stretch of London Road, behind 
Cheam Food Centre, complained 
that they had endured years of 
squalid conditions where mag¬ 
gots bred in food waste left out¬ 
side alongside flytipping and 
that foul water had seeped up 
from blocked drainage. 

Following the complaints, a 
council spokesman said they 
would work with the food centre 
and other businesses to improve 
the situation. 

Again the newspaper was told 
by the council that they had 
spent months working with the 
owners of Cheam Food Centre to 
improve the business’s hygiene 
standards after it appeared on 
a list of the UK’s 14 dirtiest su¬ 
permarkets in August, where all 
were given a zero rating from the 
Food Standards Agency 

Mr Gencer was fined £38,000 
on Thursday, April 28. 

Cheam Food Centre will con¬ 
tinue to operate and are under¬ 
stood to be seeking a new inspec¬ 
tion of the supermarket.

Land broker says it is at risk of intervention by Government 

Council rejects claims 
over plans for housing

EPSOM and Ewell Borough 
Council is at risk of Govern¬ 
ment intervention if it does not 
update plans to build more lo¬ 
cal housing, a land broker has 
warned. 

But councillors have fought 
back, claiming the warning is 
scaremongering and that plenty 
of housing is being developed in 
the borough. 

Local authorities were given 
until March 2017 to produce a 
Local Plan in line with the Na¬ 
tional Planning Policy Frame¬ 
work (NPPF) before the Govern¬ 
ment steps in to write the plans 
for them. 

And research carried out by 
consultancy Nathaniel Lichfield 
and Partners identified Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council as 
one of 21 local planning authori¬ 
ties most at risk of intervention. 

Adam Hesse, director of As¬ 
ton Mead Land and Planning, a 
land brokers which analysed the 
research, said: “It’s absolutely 
incredible that with the deadline 


looming large on the horizon, so 
few councils have got their act 
together.” 

The council is currently up¬ 
dating its Local Plan - a frame¬ 
work for future development in 
an area which local authorities 
are required to produce, and 
which acts as the starting point 
for considering whether applica¬ 
tions can be approved. 

Councillor Tina Mountain 


had said the borough was ‘des¬ 
perately in need of homes’ at a 
planning meeting at which plans 
for a new Aldi store in Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Epsom, were rejected. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The borough council is not fail¬ 
ing in its duties and is among 
those authorities that are work¬ 
ing hard to ensure that it con¬ 
tinues to have a compliant Local 
Plan.”

Clean air lost 

I AM concerned about recent 
planning decisions by both the 
London Borough of Sutton and 
Reigate and Banstead Borough 
Council. 

The greenbelt corridor which 
runs along the boundary of 
Sutton and into the adjacent 
Reigate and Banstead Borough 
Council is under threat of 
development. 

One site in each borough 
appears to have been earmarked 
for change of use despite 
receiving similar protests 
from local residents regarding 
loss of the greenbelt, poor air 
quality and increased traffic 
congestion. 

In addition, Sutton proposes 
building on what is currently 
the Diamond Riding School 
for Disabled Children which 
would also be a major loss of 
amenities. These proposals 
appear to be held in secret in 
the Local Plans of both councils 
without any chance of public 
consultation so far. 

I only found out about these 
proposals from social media 
sites where other residents had 
expressed their concerns. 

The encroachment of the 
greenbelt is a proposal for a 
large cemetery, which includes 
unspecified “admin” buildings 
to be built on what is currently 
greenbelt and farmland. 

The new cemetery will be 
mainly for the use of the late 
residents of neighbouring 
south London and there is 
limited benefit to the local 
residents. The impact of such 
a development on the water 
table, extra congestion on an 


already busy road link between 
Croydon and the A217 will be 
detrimental for the local area. 

Once the greenbelt is 
breached in this way it will 
open up the way for further 
proposals and will be lost for 
future generations. At the 
moment it provides a unique 
source of clean air from the rest 
of the London/Croydon Urban 
sprawl. 

I hope councillors in both 
boroughs are aware there are 
local elections due. 

I know who I won’t be voting 
for.

Katherine Jenkins talks to JIM PALMER about 
returning to the scene of her wedding when she 
appears at Hampton Court Palace Festival in June... 


Memories will come flooding back for 
Katherine Jenkins when she takes to 
the stage at Hampton Court Palace 
Festival - the last time she was at 
the palace was her wedding day. 

The Welsh classical music star 
married film actor-director Andrew 
Levitas at Henry Vlll's former home 
in September 2014 and will be return¬ 
ing for the first time. 

She told us: "I haven't been back 
since so it is going to be very special. 

"When we were looking for venues, 
I heard that they had just got their 
licence to hold weddings within the 
palace rather than the grounds. We 
were the first to be allowed to be 
married inside the actual apart¬ 
ments. I think it was just luck really. 

"It was amazing. We feel so incred¬ 
ibly lucky. All our American guests 
that came over from Andy's side 
thought they were in some kind of 
film or fairytale. They had never seen 
anything like it." 

As if those memories don't make 
the June 23 show sufficiently special, 
Katherine's performance will be cele¬ 
brating the Queen's 90th birthday. 

The mezzo-soprano was the first 
act announced for the official tele¬ 
vised birthday concert at Windsor 
Castle in May and wants to keep the 
feel-good patriotism going through¬ 
out the summer. 

She said: "There will be that air 
of celebration in the summer so I'll 
perform the kind of music that fits 
the theme, so Rule Britannia and 
Land of Hope and Glory and folk 
songs from around the UK - all big 
patriotic songs. 

"It's people's chance to come 
along to iconic British venues and fly 
the flag and sing along and help wish 
Happy Birthday to Her Majesty." 

Singing for the Queen (again) 
is the latest in a lengthy list of 
highlights which includes singing to 
royalty, presidents, the Pope and at 
major sporting events. And she is still 
only 35. She admitted she still finds 
her success a shock. 

She said: "It's really hard to even 
think about all of the things that have

happened in the last ten or eleven 
years. I never, ever thought that any of 
this would happen. I really imagined I 
would be working in an opera chorus, 
more in the background." 

Despite performing to some of the 
world's most exclusive VIPs, Kather¬ 
ine's proudest moments have come 
in the unglamorous setting. 

She said: "I'm proud of going 
out to places like Iraq and 
Afghanistan to do shows for 
the troops. 

"They are emotional 
concerts. I remember be¬ 
ing in Iraq doing a show 
in an aircraft hangar. 

There was a full set of 
squaddies sat on the 
floor and in the back¬ 
ground I could just see a 
constant stream of aircraft 
landing and taking off. 

"It was Christmas Eve and 
they were all away from their 
families and it was just one of those 
lump-in-the-throat moments."

After reading a few articles

A more recent option is 
the art TV. Here your TV sits 
within a frame containing a 
canvas art print that retracts 
up into the frame to reveal 
the TV hidden underneath. 
Various frames and prints 
are available to ensure that 
it fits the decor of its sur¬ 
roundings. 

Mirrors can also be used 
to hide your TV. By using 
a magnetic coating on the 
back of the glass the mir¬ 
ror hides the TV, discreetly 
blending in within the room. 
Once the TV is turned on the 



picture from the TV is passed 
through the glass to display 
within the mirror. 

This enables you to tru¬ 
ly disguise your televisions 
anywhere that a mirror would 
look good. 

Finally using a similar tech¬ 
nology, you can put your TV 


into a glass wall or a kitchen 
splashback, a great looking 
and stylish way to hide your 
kitchen TV.

Part of the Global Duchenne 
Alliance, Harrison’s Fund 
aims to raise money to find 
a cure.

ON THE ROAD: 


Volkswagen Tiguan 



WHAT'S NEW? When you 
think of Volkswagen, you think of 
Golf. The legendary family hatch 
has been the German brand's 
best performer in the UK for 
years, pursued by the slightly 
smaller Polo. But in third place 
is the Tiguan, an unsung hero of 
Wolfsburg's expansive range. 

The latest generation of this 
compact SUV is based on the MQB 
platform that forms the foundation 
of the Golf and Passat, as well as 
other VW Group cars from Seat 
and Skoda. It's been upgraded 
visually and borrows in-car tech 
from Audi, making the Tiguan's 
interior one of the most up-to-date 
in its sector. All of this is a huge 
improvement on the already-good 
Tiguan, which had just begun to 
feel dated. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: The 

Tiguan's chiselled, Germanic 
features set it apart from more 
fluid-looking rivals. It's a handsome 
car and has much more road 
presence than the outgoing 
generation, which didn't benefit 
from Volkswagen's current design 


language. Short overhangs at 
the front and rear are hugely 
beneficial off-road and add to the 
chunky, utilitarian aesthetic of this 
fundamentally road-orientated car. 

The inside of the car is largely 
well-built, but in comparison to 
the price tag (around £25,000 for 
a sensible Tiguan), the materials 
used are disappointing in places. 
Beige plastic dominates the front 
below knee-height, though the 
seats are fetching and the soft- 
touch plastic feels built to last. 

Volkswagen's image has been 
undeniably dented by its emissions 
scandal, but that's unlikely to put 
buyers off. The VW badge is still an 
upmarket - if conventional - choice. 
The upcoming Seat Ateca, which 
is mechanically similar but has a 
much lower starting price, could 
represent better value for buyers 
who like the Tiguan, but aren't 
fussed about brand. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 


There's more room in the Tiguan 
than before, but tall people will find 
the back seats cramped. Legroom 
has been improved, but avoid the 
flimsy plastic tables - they fill the 
extra space with hard plastic that 
will bruise the knees of your rear 
passengers. Door bins are large 
and storage is generally excellent 
throughout the cabin. 

The boot can theoretically 
hold over 600 litres of luggage, 
depending on the exact position 
of the adjustable rear seats. Those 
rear seats can be adjusted or 
folded down with a tug of a small 
spring-loaded tab - a very user- 
friendly system. When the seats 
are folded down, the Tiguan boasts 
1,655 litres of space for those 
occasional garden centre trips. 
BEHIND THE WHEEL: 
Volkswagen has lengthened the 
wheelbase of the Tiguan, making it 
slightly more comfortable on British 
roads. The Tiguan is also a few 


pounds lighter, with clever weight 
savings mitigating the added 
weight of all the new convenience 
and safety tech. Noticeably light 
steering suggests that the Tiguan 
has been optimised for urban and 
suburban driving. 

But buyers of the 4x4 Tiguan 
will be pleasantly surprised at how 
adept their new car is at handling 
quite serious off-road challenges. 

It will never compare with a well- 
driven Range Rover, but the ground 
clearance, four-wheel-drive system 


and short overhangs combine to 
make an unnecessarily good utility 
vehicle. External cameras situated 
around the vehicle can be used to 
help visualise difficult terrain from 
the comfort of the cab, too. 

An advanced infotainment 
system is available on the Tiguan. 
The instrument binnacle is digital, 
visually emulating a conventional 
speedometer and rev counter, 
but with much more flexibility. 

The driver can choose to display 
Google Maps, including satellite 


imagery — while this often 
duplicates information found on 
the centre console touchscreen, 
it's a futuristic touch that helps 
maximise time spent looking 
at the road. A head-up display, 
showing the car's current speed in 
comparison to the prevailing speed 
limit, is another driver-orientated 
safety improvement. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: The 
Tiguan is an expensive choice, 
carefully positioned above most 
of its real competitors.
